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Working toward a common goal 


Ho-Chunk and Winnebago tribes striving to 
develop new speakers

On July 14, visitors from 
Winnebago, NE visited the Hocak 
Waaziije Haci Language Division 
in Mauston. Although separated 
by many miles, members of the 
Winnebago and Ho-Chunk Nations 
share a language and culture. 
Members from both tribes believe 
that by working together more 
people will begin learning and 
speaking the Hocak Language. 

Meeting with Waaziije Division 
Manager Richard Mann, Instructor 
Andy Thundercloud and Graphics 
Arts Specialist Dianne Low 
were Janet Bird-Director of the 
Winnebago Ho-Chunk Renaissance 
Language Program, Paul Robertson- 
President of Little Priest College, 
Donna Vaudall-Presidents Assistant 
at Little Priest College, Cassie 
Kitcheyan-Retention Specialist at 
Little Priest College and Claudine 
Cohen-Public Relations Specialist 
for the Winnebago Tribe. 
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Present at the meeting to share each others resources in hopes of developing 
new speakers were: Left to right: Cassie Kitcheyan, Janet Bird, Paul Robert- 
son, Donna Vaudall, Claudine Cohen and Richard Mann. 


The purpose of the 
meeting was to begin 
working on obtaining grant 
funding that would allow 
both tribes to take advantage 
of each others strengths . Lor 
example, Mann explained 
that he would like to see 
more Ho-Chunk members 
interested in teaching 
the language get some 
classroom training at Little 
Priest. Currently many of 
the Language Apprentices 
are serving as teachers 
and Mann believes that 
by learning the basics of 
teaching, such as organizing 
a classroom and creating 
lesson plans, those teaching 
the language would be more 
effective. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
Language Division has 
the financial resources and 
technology the Winnebago 
Tribe lacks and Robertson 
is hopeful that combining 
some of the Nation’s 
technology with the 
programs offered at Little 
Priest College would be 
beneficial to both tribes. 

Bird noted that the 
Winnebago Tribe currently 
has 1 1 fluent speakers and 
all the speakers are over 
60-years-old. She agreed 
with Mann that a lot of 
people understand Hocak 
but will not speak it. She 
fears that unless something 
is done soon to encourage 
those who understand it 
to become speakers, the 
language will be lost. 

Vaudall added “if we want to 
save the language, we have 
to try everything.” 

It is hoped that grant 
funding can be used to 
document the Hocak 
Language and to create 
a library available to 
members of both tribes. “It 
(the language) has to be 
recorded,” Vaudall stressed. 

Part of the Documenting 
Endangered Languages joint 
funding program includes 


giving those working to 
preserve a language the 
tools they need to record 
the language and carry 
out the preparation of 
lexicons, grammar and text 
samples. The tools may 
include providing the means 
to digitize and provide a 
wider access to documented 
materials. 

Mann stated that while 
programs may teach the 
proper way to speak the 
language as written by a 
linguist, those wanting to 
learn should just be allowed 
to speak. He believes that 
a linguist speaks the way a 
language should be spoken 
by breaking it down in an 
academic form. Conversely, 
he said, a speaker just 
speaks without questioning 
why things are the way 
they are. Part of Mann’s 
goal is “to make Hocak 
a living language.” He is 
encouraged that more people 


are trying to speak and 
he believes that speaking 
the language should take 
priority over learning to read 
or write it. Thundercloud 
agreed that the priority 
needs to be on developing 
speakers. “I don’t care if 
people can read or write 
it. I just want to hear them 
speak.” 

Robertson believes that 
although the people of 
the two tribes have been 
separated, they share a 
common goal of learning 
the language and each tribe 
should determine what 
resources they have and 
how they could use those 
resources to help each other. 

Everyone present agreed 
that to help those trying 
to learn, both tribes need 
to seek the grant funding 
that will allow them to 
take advantage of modern 
technology and provide 
more learning tools. Lor

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Tips to maintaining your 
air conditioner

Maintaining your air 
conditioner: In the high heat 
of summer, it is important to 
remember to maintain your air 
conditioning units. Improper 
maintenance can lead to lower 
energy efficiency, and in turn, 
higher bills. 

Window or wall units. 
Replace/clean filter every 
month: Air conditioners 
are outfitted with a simple 
electrostatic filter in the 
front grill area to filter the 
air that passes through them. 

If your unit has a filter you 
should replace/clean it once 
a month during the cooling 
season. You can purchase 
Electrostatic filter cut-to-fit 
material online for under $10. 

Inspect cooling coils for 
frost or ice build up: If the 
temperature outside the room 
where the air conditioner 
is placed becomes cool, 
approximately 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit or lower, check 
the coils on the front of the air 
conditioner to be sure they are 
not icing up. If they are icing 
up, turn the air conditioner 
off until the temperature rises. 
Also, make sure the filter is 
clean. 


Don’t short cycle the 
cooling system: Air 

conditioners have a cooling 
system identical to a 
refrigerator’s. It is important 
not to turn the unit off and 
then back on right away. 

Wait at least ten minutes 
after shutting the unit off 
to allow the pressure in 
the refrigeration system to 
equalize once again. This will 
prolong the life of your air 
conditioner. 

Store the unit in a 
basement or utility room, 
not a garage: Mice and 
other small animals love 
to nest in air conditioners. 

If they do they can cause 
serious damage to the unit 
by chewing on wiring and 
insulation. Also, wasps and 
birds like to nest in uncovered 
units left in windows. Avoid 
these problems by storing 
the units in a protected area, 
away from small animals, or 
by installing a cover on the 
part of the air conditioner that 
sticks outside. 

Clean condenser coils 
annually: The condensing 
coils on an air conditioner 
will get very dirty over time. 
However, the dirt tends to 
accumulate on the inside 
of the coils, out of site. It 
will be necessary to remove 
the entire cover of the air 


conditioner to gain access to 
the coils. They can be cleaned 
by blowing compressed air 
at them or by using a soft 
bristle brush to wipe the dirt 
off. It is important to also 
clean any dirt or lint build- 
up in the bottom of the air 
conditioner so the condensate 
water will be picked up by 
the condensing fan slinger 
properly. 

Central air conditioning 
units. Keep it clean: 

Turn off power to the air 
conditioning system. Clear 
away obstructions and clean 
debris from the appliance. 
Prune away excess plant 
growth. Use garden hose with 
spray attachment spraying 
from the top of the coils 
down. Spraying downward 
will help wash any dirt 
or debris to the ground. 

For stubborn spots use a 
toothbrush to gently brush 
debris from the coils. It is 
important to avoid damaging 
coils. They are very delicate. 
Always contact a qualified 
service company if you 
suspect problems 

Inspect for problems: 
Inside your home, locate 
condensate drain line. Be sure 
to keep this area clear and the 
drain line clean. When your 
air conditioner is operating it 
removes moisture from the

air which must be allowed 
to flow freely to a drain or 
condensate pump. Inspect 
around furnace for condensate 
leaks. 

Furnace filter: The 

furnace filter must also 
be changed during the air 
conditioning season. For 
maximum efficiency, the filter 
should be changed every 
month throughout the entire 
year.

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Recent line of storms hit Wisconsin

Amongst the recent heat wave to the 
entire state of Wisconsin a few dangerous 
thunderstorms also made their way through the 
state causing a State of Emergency. Lightning 
shows, thunder, high winds reaching 75 mph, 
and torrential downpours knocked down trees 
and power lines on July 18 and 19. 

One resident had a tree fall on his home and 
stated, “I knew I should’ve had that tree taken 
down a long time ago. I now have three feet of 
insulation in my bathroom and the wind blew 
it all throughout the house.” 

According to the Wisconsin Emergency 
Operations Center, Wisconsin Public Service 
reported over 6000 customers were without 
power. In addition to the strong winds and 
heavy rains, some flash flooding affected some 


areas as well. 

Despite the storms on July 18-19, it was 
another hot, humid day across Wisconsin. 

Most locations had highs in the 90 ’s combined 
with humid conditions. The combination of 
the warm temperatures and high humidity 
caused the heat index to rise between 100 to 
110 degrees. 

Due to the power outages and the severe 
heat, in some areas, officials opened two 
cooling shelters. Some residents even pulled 
out their generators because the power was not 
repaired yet. 

Although there were a lot of downed trees 
and debris everywhere, not everyone had luck 
on their side. The University of Wisconsin- 
Stevens Point sustained about $150,000 in 
structural damage.

“I have often said, to the 
few people willing to listen to 
me, that working as a reporter 
for the Ho-Chunk Nation has 
been a wonderful learning 
experience. At one time, I 
was one of a handful of non- 
Native reporters working 
for a tribal publication and 
my duties gave me the 
opportunity to learn about a 
culture that I had only heard 
about,” said John Kozlowicz, 
former staff writer. 

“I learned why preserving 
the Hocak Language is 
important from elders 
Gordon Thunder and Willard 
Lonetree. I learned to respect 
the talents of artists like Kunu 
Helgesen. I learned about 
and talked to Ho-Chunk 
warriors who served in World 
War II, Korea, Vietnam and 
in the War against Terror. I 


learned about and witnessed 
a government trying to create 
programs to benefit its people. 
I learned many other things 
and I hope I did a good job of 
sharing what I learned with 
our readers,” said Kozlowicz. 

After spending the last 
12 years trying to inform 
the members of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation, working with 
four editors and about a 
dozen reporters, Kozlowicz 
said, “Although I’ve made 
mistakes, with their help, I 
think we’ve made the Hocak 
Worak a paper that tribal 
members and others enjoy 
reading. My duties have given 
me the opportunity to learn 
about a wide range of topics 
and if nothing else, I know 
that I personally learned a 
lot. While my duties are still 
enjoyable, I’m ready to turn 
my quill, ink and paper over 
to someone else.” 


Since December 7, 1999, 
Kozlowicz has worked for 
the Ho-Chunk Nation as 
a reporter for the Hocak 
Worak. Upon completing his 
twelve years with the Nation, 
Kozlowicz celebrated his 
“surprise” retirement party 
with fellow co-workers and 
Ho-Chunk Tribal Members 
on July 26 at the Tribal Office 
Building. 

Guest Speaker, Owen 
“Haga” Mike said, “John is a 
good friend and also a good 
writer. He has always made 
himself available to help 
anyone that may need his 
assistance. I am pleased and 
honored to be his friend.” 

Ho-Chunk Nation Public 
Relations Officer Anne 
Thundercloud also has had the 
opportunity to work with John 
over the years and read the 
following poem to him:

So much more than the 
traditional family tree, 
genealogy and family history 
can make learning fun and 
interesting by providing 
students of all ages with the 
personal connection which 
is missing from so many 
classroom assignments. Seen 
through a grandparent’s 
eyes, events like World 
War II and the invention 
of the automobile take on 
the immediacy of real life. 
Teaching children that history 
is not a series of isolated 
events from the pages of 
a textbook, but rather a 
collection of individual 
choices and memories, can 
still influence their lives 
today. 

In being able to research 
their own families and seeing 
how they came to be will:

Children’s Trust Fund

The Children’s Trust Fund (CTF) 
Task Force was created by Legisla- 
tive resolution on August 3 1 , 20 10 in 
order to protect the assets owned by 
the Ho-Chunk Nation for the benefit 
of the Minors and Adult Incompetents. 
The purpose of creating the CTF task 
force was because the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion Legislature found it necessary to 
update the Minors Trust Agreement in 
order to update the terms and condi- 
tions of the agreement and to improve 
services to the Nation, its members 
and families. The CTF task force is 
made up of representatives from both 
the Legislative and Executive branch- 
es bringing together the expertise 
needed to tackle the many different 
issues involved with the Minors Trust 
Fund. 

There were several important 
reasons why Legislature found that 
changes were needed. 

First, the current Investment Policy 
Statement needed to be updated. The 
Investment Policy Statement for the 
Trust Fund is a document that guards 
the Minors’ investments. It spells out 
how the trust money is to be invested, 
what types of investments can be in- 
cluded in the Trust, how much of each 
type of investment can be included, 
and the responsibilities of each party 
involved with the Trust. The vast 
majority of organizations that have 
investments or trusts update their 
investment policy statement at least 
once per year. Some organizations up- 
date theirs twice per year or even four 
times per year. The Nation’s Minors 
Trust investment policy statement had 
not been updated since 1998. The en- 
tire investment marketplace has faced 
major difficulties in the last few years 
and these impacts should have been 
reflected within the Trust by making 
changes to the investment policy state- 
ment. Members of the CTF task force 
worked with an outside legal firm that 
specializes in these issues and created 
a new investment policy statement 
that will provide much more protec- 
tion to the Minors investments. Leg- 
islature approved the new investment 
policy statement two months ago. The 
new statement will be posted on the 
Nation’s website in the near future. 

A second reason for making changes 


was that the same vendor has been 
supplying all services for the Minor’s 
Trust Fund. This creates concerns that 
the proper amount of checks and bal- 
ances are not in place. The Trust Fund 
should have a segregation of duties 
and this is accomplished by having the 
three separate roles of trustee, invest- 
ment manager, and financial advisor. 
The trustee maintains possession of all 
of the Trust assets including the cash 
and the investments. The investment 
manager handles the daily buying and 
selling of the investments. The finan- 
cial advisor oversees the trustee and 
the investment manager and makes 
sure that they are following the guide- 
lines that the Nation has spelled out in 
the investment policy statement. All 
three roles wifi report to the Nation 
and make suggestions on changes that 
may be needed. 

A third reason for making changes 
was to strengthen the Nation’s fidu- 
ciary role. A fiduciary role is having 
a high degree of responsibility to 
monitor the investments and make 
decisions on the investments of the 
Trust Fund. In order to meet this great 
responsibility, an Investment and Trust 
Committee Act has been proposed 
and is currently out for 45 -day review. 
This act wifi create an Investment and 
Trust Committee that wifi be made up 
of Tribal members that have experi- 
ence in investing. The Committee 
will review not only the Minors’ Trust 
Fund, but also the other investment 
portfolios that the Nation maintains. 
The Committee wifi provide reports 
to the Legislature to assist them in 
their decision making in regards to 
investments. The Committee wifi also 
provide training towards investment 
certifications for Tribal members to 
strengthen their knowledge and to 
possibly create career opportunities 
for them. 

The CTF Task Force has worked 
very hard to bring these much needed 
changes forward for Legislative ap- 
proval. While many positive changes 
have already been made, there are still 
many important issues that the Task 
Force and Legislature will continue to 
research and work on. Just a few of 
these issues include addressing con- 
cerns related to adult incompetents, 
education, health, social services, 


access to funds, taxation, and dis- 
tribution of funds. The Task Force 
will be looking for feedback through 
numerous methods to include online 
interaction through the Nation’s web-

Nation sponsored events, and at the 
Annual General Council meeting in

National Eagle Feather issue

Lawrence Walker, Ho-Chunk 
Nation tribal member and Area Two 
Representative for the outgoing 
Cleveland Administration has an 
urgent message for Indian Country. 
“More people need to be made aware 
of what’s going on with eagle feathers 
at the federal level.” 

He was referring to the recent 
confiscation of eagle feathers by 
agents of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service (Service) that has left many 
Native Americans upset. 

Speaking at a Ho-Chunk Area Three 
meeting on April 12, 2011, Walker 
asserted that he has been working on 
the issue of eagle feathers for a year 
now and that during this past year 
he has met with people of interest at 
the Embassy of Tribal Nations, as 
well as having been invited to speak 
at a recent Federal Bar Association 
shin dig. He also went to the mid- 
winter 2010 session for the National 
Congress of American Indians in 
Washington D.C., where he met 
the Chief of Law Enforcement for 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
(Service), Bonito Herrez. 

Herrez told Walker that the 
Department of the Interior delegates 
authority to its offices and agencies 
and that the Service was designated 
with the preservation of eagles. To 
find out more about how the Service 
plans to implement this mission, visit 
their comprehensive website at www. 
fws.gov. 

While Walker was speaking with 
tribal members at the Area Two 
meeting, he said the issue of eagle 
feathers really started back in 1876, 


when these sacred birds were afforded 
certain protections under federal law 
because they were elevated to the 
status of being the national symbol 
of the United States; regardless of the 
fact that Native Americans were using 
eagle feathers in their cultural, social, 
and religious practices for centuries 
prior to the advent of the Old World to 
the western hemisphere. 

Today the Federal Government 
claims it wants to understand the 
nature-based religious practices 
of Native Americans that involve 
eagle feathers, non-eagle feathers, 
and animal parts. In comprehending 
this understanding, the Service has 
developed The Native American 
Policy (Policy), a Policy that can 
be viewed online at www.fws.gov/ 
nativeamerican/graphic s/N ati ve_ 
Amer_Policy.pdf. 

A question from the audience was 
asked about eagle feathers that were in 
possession before these various Acts 
were put into effect. Walker responded 
by saying, “The only eagle feathers 
that you have, that you possess, 
that you would have some type of 
grandfather clause would be if you 
could prove that you had possession of 
those before 1940.” 

“And believe it or not, “ Walker 
quipped, “there is a way to figure that 
out. The Fish and Wildlife Service 
has that ability to determine the age 
of an eagle feather [ how long ago the 
eagle of that feather hatched into the 
world].” 

Today’s technology involved in 
protecting eagle feathers is quite 
fascinating. To bring light on this 
point, Walker said, “It’s interesting 
the technological aspect of that . 

One of the things they said in trying 
to figure out how it was that they 



are going to be able to regulate the 
possession of eagle feathers was to be 
able to bar code them. When you put 
in an application to the eagle feather 
repository in Denver and when you 
get that permit, it will come with a 
bar code on it. Another one of the 
things that they had talked about 
was being able to put within the 
feathers a little bitty transmitter that 
states where it comes from, along 
with all the different information on 
there. And there’s also a way right 
now and is being used by the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service mostly 
for importation of animals outside 
of the continental United States, in 
that they have a machine that can 
actually tell, can actually give you a 
DNA breakdown of whatever type 
of animal or bird that that’s coming 
from. They have it now so streamlined 
that if you put that on an eagle feather 
you can tell exactly what region of 
the United States that that eagle came 
from, what kind of diet it had (for 


instance), and when they break that 
down into numbers you can actually 
get a code for that particular eagle. In 
Oregon, they have a laboratory there 
specifically for the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service that is working on 
this technology now,” Walker said. 

Right after that mid-winter meeting 
of the National Congress of American 
Indians in Washington D. C., Walker 
and his associates started an eagle 
feather task force. This task force is a 
group of people who are specifically 
dealing with the possession of eagle 
feathers by members of federally 
recognized tribes. 

The task force is composed of 
legal, counsels, lobbyists, members 
of different American Indian rights 
organizations, Native American 
Rights Fund, and the Association on 
American Indian Affairs. “However,” 
Walker declares,” more elected 
officials from other tribes need to 
make their voices heard, otherwise 
Washington will assume that all 
Native Americans believe the same 
way that those who are actually 
speaking to them believe. If more 
people don’t get involved, the Federal 
Government will assume that, as far as 
beliefs go, Eskimos will be assumed 
to believe in just the same way as the 
Ho-Chunk.” 

And this might be carrying the 
concept of “The Big Voice” a bit too 
far.

New Resolution may bring change

On July 8, the Ho-Chunk Nation Legislators passed the right to a Quick 
Passage Procedure to amend the Employment Relations Act regarding Ho- 
Chunk Preference. In doing so, the hiring practice will therefore be more 
inductive to hiring Ho-Chunk tribal members that meet the minimum necessary 
qualifications for the position applied for. 

Pursuant to the Constitutional Authority, the new amended Employment 
Relations Act, at Chapter I, Section 5 b reads as follows (with amendments 
underlined and italicized): 


Ericka Cloud, Interim Executive Director of Personnel stated, “in order to 
meet the 50 percent plus 1 goal of tribal members being employed we must first 
see where we are. Personnel is currently gathering information to establish a 
benchmark of data, this will allow a visual of what areas need improvement 
and increased accountability regarding the hiring practices. This will not be an 
overnight fix but an aggressive plan forward can be established once the facts 
are gathered. I look forward to being a part in making change that will benefit 
the Nation as a whole.” 

To date the Nation does not have an exact study of Tribal Membership that 
are employed at our gaming facilities, government building or 
our c-stores. Ho-Chunk President Jon Greendeer has high hopes 
in seeing accuarate numbers being brought to the table. “We 
have come a long way since Ho-Chunk Preference was first 
implemented. We will continue to adhere to the policies and laws 
as they are written. I plan on putting our people’s needs above my 
own, there are many displaced Tribal Members out there that are 
capable of fulfilling these positions; they just need a chance to 
prove themselves.” 

President Greendeer also said, “When you hear the term Ho- 
Chunk Preference the meaning is unclear to many people, as 
everyone has a different opinion on what the true definition is. My 
goal is to find a way to clearly define what Ho-Chunk Preference is 
and how it will be implemented.” 

Ho-Chunk Nation Tribal Secretary and Rep. Hope Smith has 
high expectations for the new amended Ho-Chunk Preference 
resolution. “With this new resolution we will be able to hire those 
that have been denied interviews and get them into positions 
within the Nation. We need to see more Ho-Chunk faces in our 
facilities. As a mother, and grandmother, I have a concern for 
my children and grandbabies. I want them to be able to go onto 
school and work for the Nation. When Tribal members work at 
our facilities they should be proud of their jobs. This (Ho-Chunk 
facilities) is ours, this is what our elders have worked so diligently 
for. It is our duty to do the same for our children.” 

There will be changes coming in the future with the new 
Legislative body, and with that will come change to the Nation. 
These changes to the resolution are not drastic will ensure that the 
procedures are being followed thru. Those that do not adhere to the 
resolution will be reprimanded and held accountable. The general 
consensus is that this will provide a chance for those unable to 
obtain employment in the past to have a better opportunity for 
employment with the Ho-Chunk Nation, and will be a positive 
change to the Nation and its people for the future. 


Section 5. Employment Clause 

b. Ho-Chunk Preference in Employment Clause. The Nation exercises Native American 
Preference in employment and shall exercise Ho-Chunk Preference in employment under 
limited circumstances, which furthers a legitamate governmental purpose, including the 
goal of employing tribal members at a rate to meet or exceed a majority (50% plus 1) total 
employees. 

(1) The Nation will exercise Ho-Chunk Preference in Employment, prioritized as follow: 

(a) Hocak Wazijaci Tribal member. 

(b) Spouse or Parent of Hocak Wazijaci Tribal member. 

(c) Native American Tribal Member. 

When the Ho-Chunk Nation is the Emplover providing funding, it shall give preference 

in Equal Opportunities first to Tribal members, then to spouses or Parents of Tribal 

members, and then to other Native Americans: provided, that the Tribal Member. Spouse 

or parent of a Tribal Member, or Native American, as the case mav be. meets the minimum 

necessarv qualifications. Thereafter, the Employment Opportunity shall be open to anv 

other candidate who meets the minimum Necessarv Qualifications of the position. If no 

candidate for an Employment Opportunity meets the Minimum Necessarv Qualifications. 

then preference points shall be given first to the Tribal Members, the to Spouse or Parents 

of Tribal Members, and then to other Native Americans, who are capable of being trained 

to the Minimum Necessarv Qualifications of the Position. 

(2) Ho-Chunk Preference shall be used to recruit, hire, train, recall, reassign and lay 
off employees of the Nation. For hiring puposes, Ho-Chunk Preference shall be used for 
tribally funded positions and Native American Preference shall be used for all federally 
funded positions. This employment preference policy shall be constued to mean that an 
individual Ho-Chunk member who satisfies the minimum employment qualifications 

for a particular position will be afforded preference over all other individuals and 

that in situations where two (2) or more Ho-Chunk members are being considered for 

employment, that there is a distinction between qualification and preference. Thus, this 

policy’s application is the determining factor when two (2) or more individuals have 

suitable job qualifications - the individual having preference standing shall be afforded the 

Employment Opportunity. The Department of Personel is responsible for monitoring the 
preference Policy. Disciplinary action will occur for supervisors who do not adhere to this 
policy; 
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Team Wisconsin hosts 
US Indigenous Games

After months of practicing 
and getting ready for the 
US Indigenous Games, 
on July 10-14, over 1,200 
young athletes traveled to 
Milwaukee, WI to compete 
in one of the 8 different 
sporting events offered. The 
teams entered in a parade 
of exuberance as they 
represented their state and 
their Nation. Team Wisconsin 
entered with 286 athletes 
and carried in their Nation’s 
flag representing Ho-Chunk, 
Oneida, Stockbridge-Munsee, 
Menominee, Potawatomi, and 
Ojibwe. 

Opening ceremonies were 
held on July 10 to kick off 
the games with a Grand 
Entry of bringing in the 
colors, eagle staff, dancers, 
and athletes. Twelves states 
participated from Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Iowa, California, 
New Mexico, Florida, North 
Carolina, Michigan, South 
Dakota, North Dakota, 
Washington, and Colorado. 

A traditional blessing and 
thanks was also given for the 
competitors, their families, 
and all those in attendance. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
was very well represented 
with 65 of our own youth 
competing. Last fall try-outs 
were held to see who would 


make the team. Those that 
made it were divided into 
their age groups and trained 
under a selected coach. The 
U19 Boys Basketball assistant 
Coach Brandon Frachette 
stated, “These kids have been 
practicing long and hard. 

They have put their best effort 
forward at these games. I 
am very proud of them and 
their work ethic. They have 
represented ‘Team Wisconsin’ 
and their own respective 
Nations well.” 

The first Indigenous 
Games was held in 1990 in 
Edmonton, Alberta, followed 
by Games in Prince Albert, 
Saskatchewan in 1993, 

Blaine, Minnesota in 1995, 
Victoria, British Columbia in 
1997, Winnipeg, Manitoba in 
2002, and Denver, Colorado 
in 2006. In 2008, British 
Columbia hosted the last 
North American Indigenous 
Games that are held every 
three years. Soon after those 
games took place, the bidding 
began to see where the next 
NAIG would be located; 
Canada or the United States. 

The United States won 
the bid and the planning 
committee decided and agreed 
that the 201 1 games would 
be located in Milwaukee, WI. 
In May of 2010, the games 
were cancelled due to lack 
of funding but U.S. officials 


announced they wanted to 
stage a scaled-down version 
in 201 1 and name it the U.S. 
Indigenous Games. The 
games were hosted by Team 
Wisconsin and sponsored and 
supported by the 1 1 sovereign 
Nations of Wisconsin. 

Some uncertainties 
surrounded these games in 
the past year right up until 
the opening ceremony. For 
example, uniforms were not 
delivered on time, sweatshirt 
orders were messed up, the 
website was not updated 
frequently, not enough 
contacts to ask for more 
information, messages sent 
would bounce back, and worst 
of all, statements were being 
thrown around that the games 
were cancelled. “We had to 
go through the process of 
assuring people we were still 
having these games,” said 
Artley Skenandore, USIG 
Executive Director. 

Organizers of the USIG 
were using Facebook to 
connect with those interested 
in more information about 
this year’s competition. “It’s 
the most interactive social 
media network,” he said. 

“We were using that to get 
to our athletes and coaches.” 
Skenandore also mentioned 
that organizers had originally 
hoped for a considerably 
larger amount of registered 


athletes. 

“We were hoping to get in 
the range of three thousand to 
four thousand participants,” 
he said. “We know the 
athletes are out there. It’s 
a matter of organizing 
properly.” Skenandore also 
mentioned that organizers are 
confident athlete participation 
for the next U.S. Indigenous 
Games, scheduled for 2013, 
located in Milwaukee for a 
second time. 

Officials are hoping to stage 
these games roughly every 
two years. To avoid being 
held the same year that the 
NAIG are taking place, with 
the next NAIG set for 2014 
in Regina, Saskatchewan. 
Though the plan is to have 
Milwaukee host the first two 
U.S. Indigenous Games, 
Skenandore said the multi- 
sport competition would be 
moved around to various 
locations around the country 
after that. 

The following sports 
brought home either a Gold, 
Silver, or Bronze medal 
this year in the category of 
U19, U16, or U14: Archery, 
Basketball, Baseball, Golf, 
Softball, Track and Field and 
Cross-country running, Shot 
Gun shooting, and Wrestling. 
Due to lack of participation, 
the following sports were 
eliminated: Billiards, 


Boxing, canoeing, Dodge 
ball, Lacrosse, Martial Arts, 
Soccer, Swimming, table 
Tennis and Volleyball. 

Skenandore said basketball 
had the most participants 
of any sport. U19 Boys 
Basketball coach John E. 
Powless III said, “It was 
an honor to work with the 
young men who represented 
Team Wisconsin at the US 
Indigenous Games. U19 Boys 
took care of business and 
brought gold home.” 

Skenandore gave thanks 
in saying, “A shout out of 
thanks to all of the Coaches 
and Parents and Athletes for 
making history in 201 1 ! It was 
a great week of competition 
and we all look forward to the 
journey on to 2013!” 2013 
games are attentively set to be 
held in Milwaukee as well. 

Lanette Walker, Wittenberg 
Youth Center Director and 
Team Wisconsin Ho-Chunk 
Rep. said, “It has been my 
honor to work for the youth of 
our great Ho-Chunk Nation. I 
have spent many, many hours 
worrying about this event, and 
trying to make things as easy 
as possible for everyone. I 
appreciate first and foremost 
your support for our youth, 
your children. It has been 
said that all natives are natural 
athletes.

I am honored 
to be a part of yet another positive experience for 
our youth.” 

The youth all meshed very well with each other 
and many of them said the friends and memories 
they make are irreplaceable and you don’t get 
many opportunities like that. The common 
statement from parents was, “This is a great event 
for our children and a wonderful opportunity for 
them, and for all these Native people to come 
together in support of them.” 

All in all, Team Wisconsin went home with 49 
gold metals, 32 silver, and 27 bronze for a grand 
total of 108 metals! The most metals of all the 
Teams competing. Good job athletes ! ! !

For example, walking 20 
minutes equals a mile, snow 
shoveling for 1 5 minutes 
equals a mile, etc. Once you 
pick a location to walk to, you 
can put it into Mapquest and 
print the directions. You can 
either piece maps together 
from Mapquest or use a larger 
map to show the route and 
progress. 

Between the Yosemite and 
Anchorge trip, the Wittenberg 
community has logged 11,197 
miles since July of 2009. 

Great job to the Wittenberg 
community for starting and 
completing this journey. Who 
knows where they will go 
next!
